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SCHOOL REPORT. 


As required by law the undersigned submit the 
following report :— 

The school year was divided into three terms of 
12 weeks each, intending to close the year on the first 
of March; but owing to the sickness of the teacher, the 
school was closed for a week while we could obtain 
another, thereby causing the change of one school term 
to the 8th of March. 

The Spring term in No. r was taught by Miss 
M. W. Griffin, also the Fall term was begun by her, 
but after three days service she was compelled by severe 
sickness to close, After a week’s delay, we obtained the 
services of Miss Alice L. McQuesten, who finished the 
term. This was her first trial in teaching, but having 
given good satisfaction, she was retained for the Winter 
term, which does not close till the 8th of March. 

The Spring term in No. 3 was taught by Miss 
Hattie Thompson, a former teacher in the school, but 
weakened by her illness the school did not show the 
gratifying results of her previous term. 

The Fall and Winter terms were taught by Miss 
Bertha Cummings, a graduate of high standing from 
the Framingham Normal School.

The discipline 
used to maintain order, obedience and pleasant inter- 
course with each other, the nervous force to awaken the 
slumbering energy of the slothful and fix the attention 
to the matter in hand, the aptness to explain difficult

points in the lessons, the power to win the respect and 
love of the pupils are only made manifest by the general 
behavior of the school and in the progress of the pupils 
in their studies.

REPORT of LIBRARIAN. 


Perhaps a few words of explanation in regard to 
the books may be of interest to the citizens of the town. 


No.’s from 1 to 116 were books purchased by the 
Ladies’ Social Circle from the year 1859 to 1886. 


No.’s from 116 to 347 were purchased by the 
Circle from 1886 to 1892, and all these were presented 
to the town at the annual meeting in March, 1892. 


No.’s from 347 to 381 were books belonging to 
the town, and placed in the library by Mr. I. N. 
Center, town clerk. This set of books is incomplete, 
Vol’s 3, 5, 6,9 and 10, of the Provincial Papers are 
missing, Vol’s 14, 15, 16,17, 18 of the Town Papers 
are missing. If any of the former town officers have 
any of these volumes in their possession they are kindly 
requested to place them in the library, that the set may 
be complete. 


No.’s from 381 to 482 were presented to the town 
by the State of New Hampshire, in April, 1893. 

No.’s from 482 to 599 were purchased by the 
board of trustees, with the exception of twenty-eight 
volumes which were donated by the Ladies’ Social 
Circle in 1893. 

The library has been open every Saturday dur- 
ing the year, and an increase of patrons and books 
loaned will be observed.
